Wh»t the United 
Slatet does about it is not for us to judge, but we have 
indicated our neighborly interest by disassociating 
ourselves as a nation from those underworld organi¬ 
zations which had made Canada the base for liquor- 
smuggling business. There is another aspect of the 
prohibition argument, however, which is interesting 
to Canadians, apart altogether from the fate of liquor 
in the future It is the United States’ entire system 
of government as thrown into relief by prohibition. 

Prohibition in the United States is enforced under 
the eighteenth amendment to the constitution. Before 
prohibition can be repealed this amendment must be 
repealed. The men who drew the constitution in¬ 
tended that it should be the creature of the nation, 
changeable without serious difficulty, as occasion de¬ 
manded. But through the years the nation has tended 
to become more and more the creature of the constitu¬ 
tion, which is all but unchangeable. Since it was 
drafted it has been amended only nineteen times, 
though some 1.300 amendments have been proposed 
Indeed, since the days following the Civil War. only 
four amendments, one of them covering prohibition, 
have been brought' into effect. 

To. tepesl an amendment is as difficult as to pass 
it. Originally an amendment could be passed or re- 
pealed by a vote of ten out of the thirteen little states 
wuch formed the Union after the Revolution, and 
the interests of lyihich, more or less, were common, 
amce-then the Union has grown to forty-eight states, 
with interests as divene as those of the fisherman of 
Cape Cod and the movie actor of Hollywood. To 
get thirty-su of these states, the number required, to 
ratify an amendment, is not an easy task. As long as 
a substantial portion of the country—regardless of its 
population—stands out against the majority, the ma- 
jority cannot enforce iU will. Here we get a clear 
idea of the inflexibility of our neighbor's constitution.

the words the Prime Minister employed in his Brant¬ 
ford speech, in a veritable slough of despondency," 
Canada emerged in e relatively short time upon the 
broad highway to the prosperous conditions which 
have marked the last few years of rule under the 
present administration at Ottawa. 

The present and the future obviously are linked 
together in the economic sense by the Dunning budget. 
Certain proposals in that document have a specific 
relation to the forthcoming Imperial and Economic 
Conferences, as the decisions of these gatherings un- 
queslionably will affect inter-empire commercial as¬ 
sociations to a very considerable extent. Paramount 
among the tariff changes referred to by the Prime 
Minister, of course, are duty reductions upon a range 
of commodkies which Croat Britain is in a position 
to sell in the Canadian market—amounting in value 
to something like 4200,000,000, correspondingly re¬ 
ducing the selling scope in the Dominion of United 
States exporters—and substantial tariff aid to Cana¬ 
dian manufacturers and agriculturists, many of whose 
products, from factory and farm, at times have been 
at a disadvantage in the home market as a result of 
foreign importations. 

Hence, there is assured for Canada, under the 
King government, a policy of reciprocal trading—a 
policy, as Mr. Dunning explained to the House of 
Commons, designed "to serve the best interests of the 
Canadian people, to increase greatly the British 
preference in the Canadian market, and to enable 
Canada to buy more freely from those countries 
which buy from us most freely those commodkies 
which are of vital importance to us."
